newspaper  was  devoid  of  pictures 
(only  etchings  could  be  reproduced) 
and  most  of  the  space  was  devoted  to 
national  news.  The  NEWS  staff  has 
selected  an  inside  page  because  the 
advertisements  tell  as  much  of  the 


history  of  that  time  as  the  news 
stories. 

The  newspaper  of  1897  was  slightly 
shorter  than  today’s  paper  and  about 
the  same  width.  In  subsequent  years 
it  became  wider  than  the  current 
edition.
